^George Ralston was an R. A. F. 
Flight Officer who saw much 
action in the air during che 
Battle for Britain. On Septem- 
ber 3rd, 1944, he took off from 
Hornchurch Airdrome, twelve 
miles east of London, and flew 
straight into one of the most 
harrowing and unforgettable 
adventures of a very adventur- 
ous life. 

Ralston flew through clouds 
which folded away above and 
below him like layers of whip- 
ped cream. The sun shone bril- 
liantly through the white mist, 
making it difficult to see even 
the next plane in his squadron 
when turning. But he peered 
anxiously ahead, for the flight 
had been given warning of at 
least fifty enemy fighters, ap- 
proaching very high. 

Then the enemy was insight, 
fully 1,000 feet above the 
Britishers and coming straight 
on like a swarm of locusts. 
The next moment all the world 
had changed into a mass of 
looping, snarling aircraft, each 
of which spat tracer bullets. 
One Messerschmitt went down 
in a sheet of flame on Ral- 
ston's right and a Spitfire 
hurtled by in a half-roll. Ral- 
ston weaved and turned his 
plane in a desperate attempt 
to gain height. Then, below 
him, he saw what he had hoped 
for — a Nazi plane climbing 
and away from the sun. He shot 
coward the Messerschmitt, feel- 



ing his own ship recoil from 
the. terrific pounding of his 
cannon as he poured round af- 
ter round into the German. The 
enemy plane seemed to fall 
apart in midair before his eyes. 
But even as he felt the shout 
of triumph rise in his throat, 
Ralston sensed the power of 
the explosion which a second 
later knocked the control stick 
from his hand.
